Pic #2: The stuff circled in red are 2 guys that have slept here for about a year. One of the them is nicknamed 'Animal' and 
according to them he has an outstanding warrant. They have been getting to the park and camp out around 9 pm as of late. They 
sleep behind the bushes. He told me he has an outstanding warrant because he asked me to let him know before I called the 
LAPD because of this very reason. They pack up and leave by about now. The dark skinned black female circled in green. She's 
standing up right getting ready to defecate. She does this every morning. She has a tendency to yell and scream at my tenants 
when she's getting ready to go #2 because she thinks she owns the park.
